Many Complaints of Ord- 


inance Violations. 


Chief Devore of the fire department 


and Officer Cross of the police de- 
partment were around notifying all 
dealers In fireworks Friday morning 
that they must obey the fireworks 
ordinance to the letter. Many com- 
plaints had come to Mayor Borchers 
that dealers were violating the or- 
dinance by selling toy pistols, paper 
caps and blank cartridges and he 
notified Chief Devore and Chief Allen 
to have the sale of those articles 
stopped. 


NO DENIAL. 


The dealers did not deny selling 


the articles mentioned, but contend- 
ed that the toy cap pistols were not 
the kind the ordinance referred to; 
that the writer of the ordinance had 
in mind the kind of toy pistols that 
blank cartridges can be used in. They 
also contend that the ordinance docs 
not prohibit the sale of blank cart- 
ridges, but devices in whicli blank 
cartridges can 
be 
used. However, 


they said that they would not sell 
any more. As a matter of fnct, most of 
the dealers had sold out practically 
everything in the line of fireworks 
before anything was said to them 
about the feature of the ordinance 
on which the complaints were based. 


DANGEROUS PRACTICE. 


The boys have one sport that is far 


more dangerous than 
toy 
pistols, 


blank cartridges ana almost anything 
in the line of fire works, and that 
is carbide. 


The boys will get a can with a 


tight lid on it. punch a nail hole in 
the Dottom of the can, put in a little 
carbide, spit on It and replace the 
cover. Then they touch a match to 
the hole in the end of the can. The 
gas formed by wetting the carbide 
makes an explosion equal to that of 
a giant cracker. The practice is ex- 
tremely clangorous, as an overcharge 
of carbide might cause death or ser- 
ious injury. 


SPRING WHEAT NOT 


UP TO STANDARD 


Blight, Hfsulnn Fly mill Rum Re- 


ported to be Working. 


Reports from spring wheat in this 


county Indicate that the crop will not 
come up to the standard of the win- 
ter wheat. Blight, Hessian fly and 
rust are all reported to be working 
In It and the condition of this par- 
ticular crop is bad.

spring wheat acreage is always small 
compared to other crops as it is rec- 
ognized as a gamble when it is sown 
in the spring. Unusual weather con- 
ditions are needed to grow spring 
wheat In this section. A year ago 
these conditions, a cool, moist spring, 
existed and a good crop was realized. 
Farmers who were successful last 
year were tempted to try it again 
this spring, but It is likely that that 
acreage will go into corn next year 
or into winter wheat.

High 'School Training. 


PROVIDE TWO GRADES 


Examinations Will Be Con- 


ducted July 17-18. 


Teachers' 
examinations 
will 
be 


held In Decatur July 17 and 18, prob- 
ably at the high school building. The 
requirements of the new school law 
make It necessary for the applicant 
for examination to have had at least 
two 
years 
high 
school 
training. 


Heretofore any one could, write In the 
examinations held for those seeking 
teachers' 
certificates, 
a n d 
grade 


school graduates, if they could pass 
the examination, would get certifi- 
cates. 


A. L. Whittenberg, secretary of the 


Illinois state examining board, has 
sent the following 
letter 
to Mrs. 


Mary M. Eyman, county superintend- 
ent of schools: 


"The Fifty-first general assembly 


made some changes in the certificat- 
ing law which should be given pub- 
licity at this time. 


ELIMINATE ONE GRADE. 


"The third grade elementary cer- 


tificate has been eliminated. It will 
be unlawful to issue a third grade 
certificate on after July 1, 1919. 
All 


third 
grade 
certificates, 
however, 


which were issued since July I, 1D1S, 
are subject to renewal on July 1, 1019, 
or within sixty days thereafter, such 
renewal to cover the school year be- 
ginning July 1, 1919. 
On June 31). 


1920, ail third grade certificates will 
expire and will no lonprer be subject 
to renewal or extension. 


"The 
law as now amended re- 


quires "Graduation from a recog- 
nized high school or an equivalent 
preparation" for admission to the ex- 
amination for a second-grade certif- 
icate. 
The 
term 
'recognized 
high 


school' in this particular connection 
will be^constructed to mean a rec- 
ognized two-year high school as i 
minimum. 
However^ persons 
who 


have been admitted to the examin- 
ation for second grade certificates un- 
der the law prior to amendment and 
who have some grades valid in the 
July, 
1910, 
examination for second 


grade certificate, may be admitted 'o 
tt)e July. 1919, examination without 
regard to the prerequisite 
of 
two 


years high school study. 
\Ve will 


predicate this interpretation of the 
law upon the fact that such persons 
have been admitted to the examina- 
tion and had completed a part of the 
work prior to the enactment of '-he 
requirement of two years' high school 
study. 
(This examination Is to be 


held July 17 and IS.) 


A provisional certificate may be Is- 


sued In either of two ways: 
(1) 


Without examination to persona who 
have completed two years of work In 
a recognised normal school or one 
year of such work If a graduate of 
the tenth grade upon 
entering 
the 


normal school; (2) To persons who 
have entered the examination for 
second 
grade 
certificate 
but 
who 


have not made the required grades 
or average for a second grade cer- 
tificate. 


The law as amended now requires 


that all teachers shall register their 
certificates In the office of the county 
superintendent of schools before the 
holder begins to teach." 
(The county 


superintendent wishes to emphasize 
this last statement.) 


TRUANT OFFICER. 


Under a law passed by the last 


legislature the county superintend- 
ent of schools is authorized to ap- 
point a county truant officer, whose 
salary shall be paid by the county. 
Mrs. Eyman, whose term expires Au- 
gust 1, will leave the appointing of a 
truant officer up to the new county 
superintendent, Everett L. Dickey.

twelve years and I don't care whether 
I have any this morning or not" said

blank cartridges and almost anything 
In the line of fire works, and that 
Is carbide. 


The boys will get a can with 


tight lid on It, punch a nail hole In 
the bottom of the can, put In a little 
carblfle. spit on it and replace the 
cover. Then they touch a match to 
the hole in the end of the can. The 
gas formed by wetting the carbide 
makes an explosion equal to that of 
a giant cracker. The practice is ex 
tremely dangerous, as an overcharge 
of carbide might cause death or ser- 
ious Injury.

Must Have Had Two Years 


High School Training. 


PROVIDE TWO GRADES 


Examinations Will Be Con- 


ducted July 17-18. 


Teachers' 
examinations 
will 
be 


held In Decatur July 17 and 18, prob- 
ably at the high school building. The 
requirements of the new school law 
make it necessary for the applicant 
for examination to have had at least 
two years high 
school 
training. 


Heretofore any one could write In the 
examinations held for those seeking 
teachers' 
certificates, 
a n d grade 


school graduates, if they could pass 
the examination, would get certifi- 
cates. 


A. L. Whlttenberg, secretary of the 


Illinois state examining board, has 
sent the following letter to Mrs. 
Mary M. Eyman, county superintend- 
ent of schools: 


"The Fifty-first general assembly 


made some changes in the certificat- 
ing law which should be given pub- 
licity at this time. 


ELIMINATE ONE GRADE. 


"The third grade elementary cer- 


tificate has been eliminated. 
It will 


be unlawful to Issue a third grade 
certificate on after July 1, 1919. 
All 


third 
grade 
certificates, 
however, 


which were issued since July 1, 1918, 
are subject to renewal on July 1, 1919, 
or within sixty days thereafter, such 
renewal to cover the school year be- 
ginning July l, 1919. 
On June 30, 


1920, all third grade certificates will 
expire and will no longer be subject 
to renewal or extension. 


"The law as now amended re- 


quires "Graduation from a recog- 
nized high school or an equivalent 
preparation" for admission to the ex- 
amination for a second-grade certif- 
icate. 
The term 
'recognized high 


school' In this particular connection 
will be constructed to mean a rec- 
ognized two-year high school as a 
minimum. 
However, 
persons 
who 


have been admitted to the examin- 
ation for second grade certificates un- 
der the law prior to amendment and 
who have some grades valid in the 
July, 1919, 
examination for second 


grade certificate, may be admitted to 
the July, 1919, examination without 
regard to the prerequisite 
years high school study.

predicate this Interpretation of the 
law upon the fact that such persons 
have been admitted to the examina- 
tion and had completed a part of the 
work prior to the enactment of the 
requirement of two years high school 
study. 
(This examination IB to be 


held July 17 and 18.) 


A provisional certificate may be Is- 


sued In either ot two ways: 
(1) 


Without examination to persons who 
have completed two years of work In 
a recognized normal school or onfl* 
year of such work If a graduate of 
the tenth grade upon 
entering the 


normal .school; (2) To persons who 
have entered 
second grade 


the examination for 
certificate 
but who 


have not made the required grades 
or average for a second-grade cer- 
tificate. 


The law as amended now requires | 


that all teachers shall register their 
certificates In the office of the county 
superintendent of schools before the 
holder begins to teach." (The county 
superintendent wishes to emphasize 
this last statement.)

TRUANT OFFICER.

ent of schools is authorized to ap- 
point a county truant officer, whose 
salary shall be paid by the county.
